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2. SYSTEM FEATURES 



2.1 GENERAL FEATURES 

• The Zip Caterlink can be connected to a Cash Register or to a PC Cash Register. The 
connection between the Cash Register and the Zip Caterlink is serial and it is based on a 
protocol called "Zip Caterlink Communication Protocol". 

• The Zip Caterlink is the best solution when it is necessary to use both cash and keys/cards. 

• II Zip Caterlink consists of: 

a LCD display 2 lines x 16 characters; 

a 16 keys keypad used for the programming; 

a key/card reader. 

2.2 DIMENSIONS

2.3 FUNCTIONAL FEATURES 

• It allows to decrease / increase the credit stored in a sale key/card. 

• The sale key/card can be charged by using: 

- the Charge key; 

- the PC interface; 

- the ZIP Revaluation Unit or tabletop charger; 

- the Programmer; 

- the ZIP Caterlink keypad; 

- the Cash Register. 

• It allows using the Free Sale Key. 

• The system can be programmed using: 

- the ZIP Caterlink keypad; 

- the Programmer; 

• The statistics can be collected using: 

- the Data Box; 

- a PC with special software. 

3. SALES AND CHARGING METHODS 
3.1 INSERTION OF A SALES KEY/CARD 

When a sales key/card is inserted in the reader of the Zip Caterlink, the following information will 
appear on the display: 

- the number and credit stored in the key/card: the codes of the key/card are compatible with 
those programmed in the Zip Caterlink; 

- "EVENT 1": the credit area of the key/card is altered (see statistic S48); 

- "EVENT 2": the codes programmed in the Zip Caterlink do not match the ones programmed in 
the key/card (see statistic S49); 

- "EVENT 6": the key function code is wrong (see statistic S53); 

- "EVENT 7": the key inserted has more credit than the usable credit (abs max credit) 
programmed in the Zip Caterlink (see statistic S54). 

To view the above messages it is necessary to enable the "ERROR MESSAGES" in the menu 
"OTHER PARAMETERS". 
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3.2 DECREASING CREDIT 



The communication protocol between the Zip Caterlink and the Standard Cash Register or the PC 
Cash Register (hereafter referred to as Master) has two commands that make it possible to modify 
the credit of the key/card: 

- Decrease credit ; 

- Increase credit. 

WARNING 

These commands must always be preceded by the command "Read Media" (see the "Zip Caterlink 
Communication Protocol"). 

The sequence for decreasing the credit of a sales key/card is the following: 

- The user inserts a key/card into the reader of the Zip Caterlink; 

- If the codes of the key/card are compatible with those programmed into the Zip Caterlink, the 
number of the key/card and the credit is displayed on the first line of the LCD display ( e.g. " 
n. 123456 20,50"), otherwise an error message is displayed (e.g. "EVENT 2") and the 
key/card must be extracted; 

- The master sends to the Zip Caterlink the command "Decrease Credit" followed by the amount 
to detract from the key/card, any discounts applied and a message concerning the transaction 
to be shown on the display of the Zip Caterlink; 

- If there is enough credit in the key/card and the decrease has been performed correctly, on the 
second line of the display of the Zip Caterlink the message (sent by the master) is shown along 
with the amount detracted from the key/card ( e.g. "pizza 4,56"). In this case there is an 
updating of the statistic S6 ("KEY SALES") with the amount detracted and of the statistic S9 
("DISCOUNTS") with the discount applied. 

- If the decrease did not occur, one of the following messages will be shown on the first line of the 
display of the Zip Caterlink: 

■ "EVENT 4": the credit of the key/card is less than the amount to be detracted; 

■ "EVENT 9": writing error of the key/card ( e.g. because it was extracted before the writing 
of the key/card was completed); 

■ "EVENT 12": writing performed but not verified; 

■ "EVENT 16": the "Decrease Credit" command sent from the master was not preceded by 
the "Read Media" command (before the decrease of the credit of the key/card it is 
necessary to read it). 

- If an "EVENT 9"or an "EVENT 12" takes place, the corresponding statistic S56 or S59 is 
updated and the user must extract the key/card from the reader before beginning a new 
transaction. 

3.3 INCREASING CREDIT 

The sequence for increasing the credit of the sales key/card is the following: 

- The user inserts a key/card into the reader of the Zip Caterlink; 

- If the codes of the key/card are compatible with those programmed into the Zip Caterlink, the 
number of the key/card and the credit is displayed on the first line of the LCD ( e.g. " n. 123456 
20,50"), otherwise an error message is displayed (e.g. "EVENT 2"); 

- The master sends to the Zip Caterlink the command "Increase Credit" followed by the amount to 
credit to the key/card and a message concerning the transaction to be shown on the display of 
the Zip Caterlink; 

- If the crediting operation has occurred correctly, on the second line of the display the message 
sent by the master and the amount credited are shown and statistic S2 ("TILL REVALUE") is 
updated, otherwise one of the following messages will be shown on the first line: 

■ "EVENT 3": the credit of the key/card is not less than the chargeable credit (programmed in 
the Zip Caterlink) or the amount to charge added to the credit already in the key/card is more 
than the usable credit; 
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■ "EVENT 9": writing error of the key/card ( e.g. because it was extracted before the writing of 
the key/card was completed); 

■ "EVENT 12": writing performed but not verified; 

■ "EVENT 16": the "IncreaseCredit" command sent from the master was not preceded by the 
"Read media" command (before increasing the credit of the key/card it is necessary to read 
it). 

- If an "EVENT 9"or an "EVENT 12" takes place, the corresponding statistic S56 or S59 is 
updated and the user must extract the key/card from the reader before beginning a new 
transaction. 

3.4 OTHER METHODS OF CHARGING KEYS/CARDS 

3.4.1 CHARGING KEY/CARD WITH CHARGE KEY 

The Charge Key is a special key that makes it possible to charge sales keys/cards with a preset 
amount. 

The sequence of operations to perform to charge a sales key/card is the following: 

- ensure that the use of the charge key has been enabled by placing the item "Charge Key" ON in 
the menu "Other Parameters" in the "Programming" menu; 

- insert the charge key in the reader of the Zip Caterlink: if there are charges in the key the 
number of charges will be shown for 3 seconds followed by the value of the single charge, 
otherwise nothing will be shown; 

- After the amount to charge has been displayed it is possible to extract the charge key and insert 
the key/card to be charged: the amount of the charge will be transferred to the sales key and 
statistic S10 ("PROGRAMMED CREDIT") will be updated. 

If the key/card is not inserted within 30 seconds from the extraction of the charge key, the charge 
amount will be reset to zero; this amount will be accounted for in statistic S58. 

| WARNING 

While the number of charges is displayed, the charge key can be extracted without reducing the 
number of charges (this means that it is possible to check the number of charges left in the key). 

3.4.2 CHARGING KEY USING THE PROGRAMMER 

The sales keys/cards can be charged using the programmer, or using the keyboard and the Zip 
Caterlink display once having entered programming: in fact, in the menu "Key Management" it is 
possible to set the new credit to be charged in the sales key/card. In this case the amount 
accredited is accounted for in statistic S10 ("PROGRAMMED CREDIT."). 

3.4.3 OTHER WAYS OF CHARGING SALES KEYS/CARDS 

The sales key/card can also be charged using: 

- the PC interface; 

- the Wall Loader or the Tabletop Charger; 

- VMC equipped with validators or bill acceptors. 

3.4.4 FREE SALE KEY/CARD 

The free sale key/card is a special key/card that can be used, for example, to make a purchase 
without deducting the price from the credit of the key/card. 

If a free sale key is inserted in the reader and it is enabled, the key number and "gratis" is 
displayed on the first line of the display. Now, if the cash register or the PC sends the Zip Caterlink 
the "Decrease Credit" command, the Zip Caterlink will answer "decrease OK". 
Sales carried out through the use of a free sale key/card are accounted for in the statistic S8 
("FREE VENDS"). 

To enable the free sale key/card it is necessary to program ON in the menu "PROGRAMMING" - 
"OTHER PARAMETERS" - "FREE KEY ENABLE". 
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4. PROGRAMMING 
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The programming of the system can be done using: 

- the Programmer ( connected to the D-SUB 9 pin connector in the back of the Zip Caterlink); 

- using the 16 keys keypad and the LCD display. To enter the programming it is necessary to 
push F1 key. Moreover, if the password is programmed, it is necessary to insert this.

4.1.1CODES 

The Zip Caterlink contains some protective codes which make keys/cards incompatible if they are 
not programmed with the same codes. If a key/card with incompatible codes is inserted in the 
reader of the Zip Caterlink and if "Error Messages" in the menu "Other Parameters" are enabled, 
the message "EVENT 2" will be shown in the LCD display. In this case key/card data are not sent 
to the cash register or PC connected to the Zip Caterlink. 



DEPARTMENT CODE ( default value = 001 ) 

This is composed of 3 numbers (max 255) and its purpose is to avoid the transfer of credit among 
different companies served by the same operator. 

If the department code is programmed to 000 in the key/card or in the Zip Caterlink, it is not verified 
(Table 1). 

CUSTOMER CODE ( default value = 000001 ) 

This is composed of 5 numbers (max 65535) and its purpose is to avoid the transfer of credit 
among different companies served by the same operator. 

If the customer code is programmed to 000 in the key/card or in the Zip Caterlink, it is not verified 
(Table 1). 

OPERATOR CODE (default value = 00000001 ) 

This is composed of 8 numbers (max 99999999) and its purpose is to not accept keys/cards that 
do not belong to the company owner of the Zip Caterlink. 

When a key/card, with an operator code different from the one programmed in the Zip Caterlink, is 
inserted in the reader of the Zip Caterlink, the key/card is not accepted (key/card number and 
credit are not displayed) (Table 1).

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4.1.2 OTHER PARAMETERS 



• CHARGEABLE CREDIT ("MAX.CHARG. CREDIT") 

This represents the credit limit chargeable in the key/card (max 65535). A key/card with credit 
equal or greater than this value can't be recharged. 
This value is programmed in hundredths. 

• USABLE CREDIT ("ABSOL.MAX.CREDIT") 

This represents the maximum credit that a key/card can have to be used in the Zip Caterlink (max 
65535). If a key/card with credit greater than this value is inserted in the reader, the key/card will 
be refused, and if the "Error messages" are enabled the message "EVENT 7" will be shown on the 
display. 

• ACOUSTIC ALARM ("BUZZER") 

This enables/disables (ON/OFF) the acoustic alarm. 

• ERROR MESSAGES 

This enables/disables (ON/OFF) error messages. 

• STATISTICS 

This can be enabled/disabled (ON/OFF). If this parameter is enabled, a check is carried out on the 
integrity of the data collected in the statistics. If an error is detected and "Statistics" has been 
programmed ON, the system is blocked. If this parameter is disabled, the system continues to 
function even if an error has been detected. 

NOTE: The statistics are collected regardless of the value of this parameter. 

• CHARGE KEY 

This enables/disables (ON/OFF) the use of the charge key. 

• FREE SALES KEY 

This enables /disables (ON/OFF) the use of the charge key. 

• LANGUAGE 

This parameter allows choosing the language in which messages are shown. 

• INITIALIZATION 

This command allows initializing all parameters of the Zip Caterlink with default values. 

• COMMUNICATION 

- MAX. RESPONS. TIME (default value 100 ms); 

- INTERBYTE TIME (default value 5 ms). 

In order to understand the meaning of these two parameters see the "Zip Caterlink 
Communication Protocol".

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4.1.3 BLACKLIST 

The "Black List" contains the list of the keys/cards numbers which have been disabled. 

The "Black List" can be enabled or disabled. 

If "KEY BLOCK" is "DISABLED", the "Black List" isn't managed. 

On the contrary, if "KEY BLOCK" is programmed to "10 KEYS" and "ERROR MESSAGES" is ON, 
inserting a key/card belonging to the "Black List", "EVENT 13" is shown on the LCD display, the 
statistic S60 is updated and key/card data are not transmitted to the cash register or PC.

"MODIFY PASSWORD" allows programming the password. 

If the password is programmed and if Programmer is used, the password is requested when you 
try to modify the operator code, the date and time of the Zip Caterlink, the credit of a sales key/card 
or the number of charges of a charge key. 

On the contrary, if the keypad and the display of the Zip Caterlink are used and the password is 
programmed, the password must be inserted before entering in programming. 
"PASSWORD RESET AND OPERATOR CODE" allows to set the password to 00000000 and the 
operator code to 00000001 . 



4.4 STATISTICS 



The Zip Caterlink internally memorizes data concerning transactions, system configuration and 
errors that may have occurred during the Zip Caterlink's operation. 
These data can be collected by using: 

1 . a Data Box, a palmtop terminal PSION or a Data Key (format Data Box or Excel); 

2. a PC in which appropriate special software has been installed. 

It is important to remember that the Zip Caterlink statistics (with the exception of some that can't be 
reset) are reset after collection. 

The "Main Statistics" and "Diagnostics Statistics" can be seen in the menu "STATISTICS": the list 
of these statistics is in Table 2.
